NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 18th December, 19K0 

G.S.R. 707(E).—^In exerci.sc of the powers conferred by 
(he proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian' 
Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’ (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority 
and Promotion) Rules, 1964, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement— 

(1) These rules may be called the Indiur,' Foreign Service, 
Branch ‘B’ (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniorify and Promotion) 
Third Amendment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette, 


2. In rule 14, to sub-rule (l)(a), of the Indiair Foreign 
Service, Branch ‘B’, (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority and Pro¬ 
motion) Rules, 1964 (hcrcinafCcr referred to as the said 
rules), the following pro\'iso shall be added, namely :— 

“Provided that if sufficient number of candidates are not 
available from the esamir/alion hel.i by (he Commission for 
filling up the vacancies in the cedie in arn year, the unfilled 
v.icancies in the direct recruitnient '.iuo’,',i in that year shall 
be filled by substantive appointment of poisons ii.'cludcd in 
the Sclent list for the .As.i'tanls' tiie.de in t'lat cadre.” 

3. Aftei siih-ru c (l)fa) of rule 14 of I'h: .said rules, the 
following .siib-niV .'hall he m-erfe.l, namely :—■ 

“(ar) Not'withst.andiiis .anything contrir'ed in sub-rule 
il)(a), SLibsla’itirc ' acanc cs lescr.'cd for direct re- 
cuilmcnt as on 30-6-80 against which no direct 
recruits have been appointed till that date, pins fifty 
per cent of the number of such substantive vacancies 
in the cadre may he filled by sub lantivc appoint¬ 
ments m.ide after the date of cummcnccment of the 
Indian Foreign Service, Branch 'H' (Recruitment, 
Cadic, Seniority and Promotion') Third Amendment 
Rules, 1980, of poisons included in the Select List 
for AsMslants' Grade in that cadre. 

NOTF—For the purpose of calculating the number of 
■uhstantivc vacancies reserved for direct recruitment 
as cn 30th June, 1980 ir,' the cadre, vacancies already 
reported to the Commission for being filled through 
the Assistants’ Grade r.xamination, 1979, shall be 
excluded. 

4. For sub-rule (2) of rule 25, of the .said rules, the follow- 
injr sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(2) Grade—JV of the General Cadre—, 

The relative seniority of— 

(a) persons promoted in accordance with sub-rule (2) 
of rule 14; 

(b) persons directly recruited through the Commission 
in accordance with the sub-rule (l)(a) of rule 14; 

shall be determined according to the rotation of vacancies 
among rhe two categories in the order indicated above ; 

Provided that Assistants in the Select List appointed sub¬ 
stantively to the grade against direct recruitment vacancies for 
which direct recruit's arc not available in terms of proviso to 
sub-riilc (l)(a) of rule 14, shall be placed en-bloc, below the 
last direct recruit taken in that year irrespective of the quotas 
for direct recruits and Select List Assistants : 

Providedi further that persons appointed substantively im 
accordance with the provision's of sub-rule (l)(aa) of rule 14 
shall be assigned seniority in the order in which they are 
included in the Select List for the k.s.sistants’ Grade and such, 
persons shall be placed en-bloe above the direct recruitb of 
the 1979 Assistants’ Grade Fx.amination appointed in the 
same cadre”. 

NOTE—For the pmposc of rule 14(a) and ride 25(2) 
all Assistants already promoted dcpartmentally on 
regular basis shall also form part of the Select List. 
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
